WHEREAS, the Federal Emergency Management Agency has 
required that in order to maintain eligilibilty in several 
Federal programs the City of Fort Wayne must pass a Flood Plain 
Ordinance: by April 23, “985; and 

WHEREAS, the "Flood Insurance Rate Maps" which 
accompany said ordinance contain numerous errors which, unless 
corrected may cause economic damage to those several Fort 
Wayne citizens thereby affected; and 

WHEREAS, the Flood Plain Ordinance proscribes a 
procedure which must be followed in order to rebuild property 
which is located in a flood plain and is destroyed more than 
40$; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that upon passage of 
G-83-03-01 (as amended), the Mayor of the City instruct the 
City Attorney to: 

1. Request a court order in an appropriate 

court of law enjoining, legally restrain- 

ing, and/or delaying Flood Plain Ordinance 
from becoming effective until such time as 

the "Flood Insurance Rate Maps" referred 

in said ordinance are substantially corrected; 
provided that any court order thereby obtained 
does not adversely affect the City of Fort 
Wayne's and/or its citizens' eligibility to 
continue to benefit from and remain in the 


several Federal programs linked with the 
ordinance.
